The distiller has all the facta 
for future reference, and by informing 
the collector that the wrong lot of 
whisky was gauged not only secures 
for nothing the Information which he 
waa after but aids the gauger by 
giving him work during a time 
when otherwise he might have been 
idla. Ordinarily a distiller is required 
to pay extra for the ganging of spirits 
which he is not ready to withdraw atid 
which he expects to have gauged a sec- 
ond time, but under the plan mentioned 
above he compels the government to 
pay the cash, while he reaps all the 
benefit. Kx-Collector Scott, under 
whose alnuinistration these things are 
said to ha>TS been carried on, was asked 
about tham Friday afternoon and de- 
nied the whole story.
